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Information For Personnel in 
A Debriefed Status 

By signing DD Form 1848 (Debriefing Memorandum) you acknowl¬ 
edge that you have been debriefed from access to Sensitive Compart- 
mcnted Information (SCI) and that you have been reminded of the 
importance of your continuing obligation to protect classified infor¬ 
mation. This pamphlet reviews your responsibilities and is yours to 
keep for future reference. 





Obligation #1 
Protect What You Know 

Your responsibility for safeguarding sensitive or classified informa¬ 
tion vital to our national security is not confined to your assignment 
or affiliation with the Defense Intelligence Agency. You must con¬ 
tinue to protect all classified information you acquired during your 
affiliation with the Agency. The safeguarding of classified informa¬ 
tion is a lifelong obligation. 

Obligation #2 
if The Worst Happens 

If you become aware of an inadvertent disclosure, compromise, or 
security violation, directly or indirectly, you must immediately report 
it to security officials. Many times, incidents not promptly reported 
have led to even greater damage to our national security. 
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Obligation #3 
Prepubfication Review 


Information you learned because of your association with DIA must 
be reviewed by DIA, before you release it to the public, to ensure it 
contains no classified information. This includes both public speak¬ 
ing and writing for publication, or furnishing the information to oth¬ 
ers for speaking or writing. Contact the DIA Public Affairs at

Obtigation #4 
Foreign Travel 


You do not have any travel restrictions. However, keep in mind the 
impact of travel to hazardous areas on the SCI knowledge, which you 
still possess. A foreign intelligence service, or worse, a terrorist orga¬ 
nization could target you. Neither case is appealing. Such travel could 
also affect your ability to be reindoctrinated for SCI in the future. 

What Can / Say in My Resume 
About My Clearance? 

Refrain from using digraphs, trigraphs, or other terms such as code¬ 
words or nicknames. DIA recommends you use the following state¬ 
ment to explain your security clearance status: 

“Cleared For Top Secret Information And Granted Access To Sensi¬ 
tive Compartmented Information By The Defense Intelligence 
Agency, Based On A Single Scope Background Investigation Com¬ 
pleted On (Fill In Date).”
